PERSONAL  VIEWS 

1  have  often  been  asked  the  question,  “Are  you  enjoying  your  position  as  Grand  First 

Principal?”  The  answer  I  give  is  yes . 95%  is  great  and  the  other  5% . well  it  goes  with 

the  territory  and  can  be  unpleasant  at  times  however,  it  isn’t  just  my  term  as  Grand  First 
Principal  that  I  have  enjoyed.  For  me  the  journey  to  today  began  when  I  became  an 
appointed  member  of  The  Grand  Executive.  I  did  not  take  this  journey  to  the  top  lightly 
and  some  of  the  decisions  I  have  faced  as  a  leader  aren’t  the  kind  that  will  make  you  the 
most  popular  person  on  the  block.  I  did  not  take  this  journey  to  be  popular,  I  did  not  do 
it  for  the  Title  or  the  Gold,  I  did  it  because  I  believe  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

During  the  progression  to  any  office  of  importance  one  must  set  goals  and  objectives 
which  will  set  you  apart  as  a  leader.. .goals  that  will  have  a  lasting  impression. 

I  am  no  different.  However,  one  of  the  first  lessons  learned  in  fulfilling  such  duties  is  that 
the  changes  and  goals  which  appear  to  be  simple  and  uncomplicated  from  the  outside 
looking  in  are  totally  different  when  you  look  from  the  inside  out. 

The  collateral  effects  of  any  change  combined  with  the  other  duties  as  the  “top  guy”  can 
be  overwhelming  and  it  can  become  very  easy  to  loose  focus  of  the  goals  and  ambitions 
that  you  originally  set.

including  the  Grand  Council  and  we  will  all  make  mistakes . to  err  is  only  human.  The 

challenge  is  to  learn  from  and  apply  the  lessons  of  each  mistake.

NECROLOGY:  You  have  heard  the  moving  ceremony  of  remembrance  conducted  by 
our  Grand  Chaplain,  R.Ex.Comp.  Richard  Hryniw  in  remembering  those  Companions 
who  have  passed  on  during  the  past  1 2  months.  Even  as  we  mourn  the  loss  of  our  friends 
and  Companions,  especially  those  nearest  and  dearest  to  us,  let  us  give  thanks  for  having 
been  allowed  to  know  them  and  for  the  certainty  they  are  resting  in  peace  and  tranquility 
with  the  Most  High. 

FRATERNAL  RELATIONS:  The  Grand  First  Principal  and  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  are  the 
representatives  of  this  Grand  Chapter  on  the  Ontario  Leaders  Committee,  which  is  led 
most  capably  by  our  Grand  Master.  After  a  bit  of  hiatus  the  committee  is  again  working 
diligently  to  promote  all  branches  of  Masonry.  I  thank  the  Grand  Master  for  listening  to 
all  voices  around  the  table  and  asking  for  everyone’s  input  prior  to  making  any  decisions. 
If  we  continue  to  work  together  in  Harmony,  the  world  in  general  and  Masonry  in 
particular  will  benefit. 

PASTRANK:  At  the  request  of  Oakwood  Chapter  No.  233  I  recommend  that  our  Deputy 
Grand  Master  Companion  Donald  A  Campbell  be  granted  the  rank  of  Past  Principal  in 
keeping  with  our  Grand  Chapter  Constitution  and  custom. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER:  Royal  Arch  Masonry  continues  to  navigate  through 
some  difficult  times,  declining  numbers,  financial  stress,  power  struggles,  amalgamations 
and  age  are  taking  their  toll.  This  is  why  it  is  with  a  heavy  heart  that  I  announce  we  have 
had  a  couple  of  Chapters  go  into  darkness  over  the  past  year. 

Cambridge  Chapter  No.  32  after  serious  deliberation  and  consideration  of  their  options 
voluntarily  surrendered  their  warrant  in  May  of  2012. 

Temiskaming  Chapter  No.  169  had  their  warrant  suspended  effective  March  1,  2013. 
After  almost  two  years  of  Trusteeship  without  any  real  or  lasting  progress  being 
established  I  was  forced  to  make  the  heart  wrenching  decision  to  suspend  their  warrant. 
I  would  like  to  personally  recognize  the  support  and  dedication  of  Companion’s  Praskey 
who  along  with  a  core  group  of  dedicated  members  from  Temiskaming  Chapter  and 
District  14  did  their  best  to  support  and  assist  this  struggling  Chapter.  Your  efforts  are 
admirable  and  have  not  gone  unnoticed. 

This  past  year  there  has  been  a  number  of  amalgamations  as  some  smaller  chapters  who 
struggled  to  make  quorum  decided  to  join  forces  in  order  to  bolster  their  numbers  and  core 
support  while  a  couple  of  other  Chapters  continue  to  require  the  assistance  of  a  Trustee. 
But  despite  all  of  this,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  moving  forward.  For  the  first  time  in  years 
we  are  experiencing  consistent  interest  and  growth  in  our  order,  albeit  faster  in  some  areas 
than  in  others.  I  firmly  believe  that  if  we  continue  to  promote  ourselves  effectively  we 
will  soon  see  this  growth  spread  out  and  become  more  uniform  throughout  the  Province. 

I  do  think  however,  we  would  be  only  fooling  ourselves  if  we  believe  growth  does  not 
come  without  challenges.  The  first  and  biggest  challenge  of  this  growth  is  already  being 
experienced  in  some  areas. 

It  seems  that  Masonry,  as  a  whole,  has  skipped  a  generation  which  has  left  us  with  an 
ageing  population  of  core  members  in  our  Chapters.  The  effects  begin  to  surface  as  we 
meet  the  challenge  of  introducing  these  new  Masons  into  our  chapters  and  exposing  them 
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to  the  benefits  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  the  York  Rite.  Always  keep  in  mind  that  we 
only  get  one  chance  to  make  a  first  impression  so  we  need  to  ensure  that  this  first 
impression  is  positive  and  lasting.  With  this  in  mind  The  Grand  Council  has  been  and  will 
continue  promoting  the  memorization  of  ritual  including  the  opening  and  closing  of 
Chapters.  All  too  often  work  from  memory  has  been  neglected  and  some  areas  really 
reflect  this.  When  we  read  ritual  we  continue  the  promotion  that  sub  standard  work  is 
acceptable  and  soon  it  becomes  the  norm,  not  only  for  ourselves  but  for  any  of  our  new 
members,  thus  continuing  to  degrade  the  traditionally  high  standards  of  our  Order.  To 
assist  with  this.  Grand  Chapter  will  continue  the  commitment  to  help  in  any  way  that  we 
can.  There  will  be  a  committee  set  up  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  help 
deliver  guidelines  for  Chapter  membership  retention.  This  program  will  be  introduced  at 
a  district  level  and  will  be  designed  to  help  evaluate  and  prioritize  areas  of  improvement 
either  as  a  district  or  individual  chapter. 

As  we  move  forward  and  grow  to  promote  Royal  Arch  Masonry  we  must  continually 
remember  that  we  owe  dedication  and  service  to  not  only  Ourselves  but  Our  Chapter,  Our 
District,  Our  Order  and  Our  Community. 

*To  ourselves  we  owe  dedication  and  service  to  uphold  and  maintain  the  moral  principles 
that  Freemasonry  has  taught  us  since  our  initiation. 

*To  our  Chapter,  we  owe  dedication  and  service  and  must  commit  to  regular  attendance 
and  support  unequivocally. 

*To  our  District  we  owe,  and  pledge  dedication  and  service,  we  must  always  support  and 
contribute  our  best,  for  the  District  is  where  we  will  draw  our  strength,  our  support  and 
confidence  in  times  of  need.  Just  like  a  ball  team,  each  player  supports  and  assists  one 
another  thus  making  a  strong  and  invincible  team,  one  that  will  become  a  true  winner. 
*To  our  Community  we  owe  dedication  and  service  to  become  involved  and  promote  our 
great  fraternity  within.  We  need  to  continually  remember  the  more  we  educate  our 
communities  about  charity  endeavours  and  the  way  we  continually  support  our 
communities  as  individuals,  a  Lodge  or  Chapter,  the  brighter  the  light  shines  on  the  side 
of  Masonry  in  general. 

COMPLIANCE:  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  this  year  there  was  only  one  nomination 
application  rejected  by  the  nomination  committee. 

There  is  also  only  2  chapters  that  were  still  improperly  returned  as  of  the  February  28th 
extension  and  therefore  their  Principal  Officers  and  proxy  will  be  denied  voting  privileges 
at  this  Grand  Convocation.  Although  most  of  these  constitutional  infractions  were  minor, 
it  is  an  area  that  will  be  continually  addressed  and  it  is  my  hope  to  see  no  denials  in  the 
future. 

CONDUCT  &  DISCIPLINE:  The  Grand  Council  has  again  had  to  take  some 
disciplinary  actions  this  past  year.  Although  most  were  again  related  to  personal  piques 
and  quarrels  directed  against  one  another  or  toward  Grand  Chapter  the  latest  incident  has 
caused  us  some  concern  and  is  worth  mentioning.  It  involved  senior  Companions 
engaging  in  some  seemingly  innocent  humour  within  a  chapter  room  involving  sacred 
Chapter  furnishings  while  in  full  regalia  and  unfortunately  this  endeavour  ended  up  being 
photographed.  Although  their  actions  may  have  seemed  humorous  and  lighthearted  at  the 
time  it  was  not  a  display  of  good  judgement  and  we  must  always  respect  the  sanctuary  of 
our  order  within  the  tiled  recesses  of  our  Lodge  or  Chapter  rooms.  What  was  even  more 
disturbing  was  that  this  photograph  was  sent  to  me  via  electronic  means  and  was  reported 
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to  have  spent  some  time  posted  on  a  website  exposing  it  to  the  World  Wide  Web  for  all 
to  see.  Posting  of  pictures  of  this  nature  on  a  website  or  sending  of  them  by  electronic 
format  as  a  mass  mailing  could  ultimately  result  in  them  getting  to  some  inappropriate 
hands  and  causing  untold  damage  not  only  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  but  Masonry  in 
general.  The  moral  of  this  story  is  that  not  only  should  this  temporary  lapse  in  judgement 
have  been  avoided  in  the  first  place  but  in  this  day  and  age  of  electronic  gadgets  we  must 
remember  that  we  may  never  know  when  they  will  show  up  and  that  these  gadgets  do 
have  a  time  and  place  and  Masonry  in  general  should  be  treated  with  dignity  and  respect 
when  using  these  devices. 

The  big  concern  with  any  form  of  disciplinary  action  is  that  it  does  not  bode  well  for  the 
fraternal  relations  necessary  in  the  promotion  of  harmony .  Remember  that  our  actions  and 
words  both  inside  and  outside  our  lodges  and  chapters  are  being  observed  and  our 
reputation  as  a  fraternity  will  rise  or  fall  upon  the  same. 

COMMUNICATIONS:  Grand  Chapter  continues  to  move  into  the  electronic  age,  the 
office  has  now  been  using  its  new  official  email  address  for  a  year  now,  albeit  only  for 
official  Grand  Chapter  correspondence.  It  has  helped  to  streamline  our  communications 
across  our  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

The  new  Website  is  in  the  final  assembly  stages  and  should  be  up  and  running  in  the  near 
future. 

This  Grand  Council  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  in  constant  communication  as  we 
discuss  and  deal  with  the  operations  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  Today  with  distance  and  cost 
of  travel  continuing  to  plague  our  ability  to  meet  face  to  face  regularly,  we  will  continue 
to  embrace  the  convenience  of  electronic  conference  calls  in  order  to  stay  in  constant 
contact  and  likewise  encourage  committee  chairmen  to  consider  this  idea  as  a  cost 
effective  alternative  to  travel. 

AMALGAMATIONS:  This  past  year  the  Grand  Council  was  present  to  perform  four 
Amalgamations  as  follows: 

On  May  5,  2012,  the  Grand  Chapter  assembled  in  Timmins  for  the  Amalgamation  of 
Northern  Lights  Chapter  No.  213  and  Abitibi  Chapter  No.  223  to  form  Timmins  Chapter 
No.  213.  These  chapters  had  been  struggling  for  a  number  of  years  and  now  with  almost 
one  year  and  a  successful  Installation  behind  them  it  is  our  sincere  hope  that  this  new 
Chapter  can  rekindle  the  flame  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  the  Timmins  area. 

On  September  15,2012,  Grand  Chapter  assembled  in  Campbellford  for  the  Amalgamation 
of  Warkworth  Chapter  No.  1 1 0  and  Ionic  Chapter  No.  1 68  to  form  Ionic  Chapter  No.  1 1 0. 
This  was  a  very  positive  and  upbeat  event  and  all  indications  points  to  a  very  strong  and 
positive  future  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  the  Campbellford  area. 

In  October  the  Grand  Chapter  assembled  again  for  two  more  Amalgamations,  the  first  on 
October  10,  2012,  in  Listowel  for  the  Amalgamation  of  Lebanon  Chapter  No.  84  and 
Bernard  Chapter  No.  146  to  form  Bernard  Chapter  No.  84. 

Finally,  Grand  Chapter  met  on  October  20,  2012,  in  Ingersoll  for  the  Amalgamation  of 
Palestine  Chapter  No.  54  and  Aylmer  Chapter  No.  81  to  form  Keystone  Chapter  No.  54. 
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Although  any  amalgamation  is  bitter  sweet  it  marks  a  new  beginning,  a  new  page  in  a  new 
chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  I  wish  these  new  chapters  all  the  best  as  they  forge  the 
future  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  their  respective  areas. 

TRUSTEES:  Due  to  the  warrant  suspension  ofTemiskaming  Chapter  No.  169, 1  relieve 
Excellent  Companion  Clive  Stephenson  os  his  duties  as  Trustee  of  this  Chapter.  Thank 
you  Companion  Stephenson  for  your  patience  and  commitment  to  this  situation.

1  think  that  we  can  all  appreciate  that  the  cost  of  everything  these  days  is  on  the  rise  but, 
as  a  business,  if  this  year’s  trend  continues  in  the  future,  we  will  be  forced  to  make 
changes  to  our  Convocation  in  order  to  offset  the  costs  associated  with  such  decline.  The 
changes  that  may  be  put  on  the  table  for  consideration  could  range  in  scope  but  may 
include: 

°  The  implementation  of  a  Registration  Fee 

°  The  possibility  of  holding  a  large  Convocation  only  every  other  year  with  a  mini 
Convocation  in  between 

”  Partnering  with  other  members  of  the  Masonic  Family  in  order  to  bolster  our  numbers 
and  spread  our  costs 

These  are  only  ideas  and  their  consideration,  if  any,  depends  on  the  support  and 
participation  of  our  membership  at  future  Convocations. 

The  Grand  Council  will  be  examining  the  financial  impact  of  this  Grand  Convocation  at 
our  wrap  up  meeting  tomorrow  afternoon.

REPORT  OF  THE  BURSARY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  The  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers,  and  Companions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

On  behalf  of  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Committee,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  the 
honour  of  serving  this  Grand  Chapter. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  of  our  activity  over  the  past  year.  This  past  year 
has  been  both  a  ‘Good  News’  and  a  ‘Bad  News’  year  for  Scholarships  and  Bursary’s. 

First,  we  exceeded  last  year’s  total  of  76  Bursary  requests  with  this  year’s  total  being  88. 
Of  the  88  requests,  six  (6)  were  rejected.  Bursary’s  are  only  rejected  when  they  absolutely 
do  not  fall  under  any  of  the  guidelines  as  stipulated  on  the  request  form. 

The  fortunate  news  about  our  successful  year  is  that  despite  going  well  over  our  budget 
of  $25,000.00  and  paying  out  $28,350.00  in  Bursary  requests,  we  were  able  to  realize  an 
increase  in  funds  due  to  Investment  maturity.  The  increase  covered  this  year  s  Bursary 
expenses  but  did  not  make  up  for  last  year’s  loss. 

The  breakdown  of  this  year’s  requests  are:  Forty  Three  (43)  Males  were  approved  and 
Thirty  Nine  (39)  Female  applicants  applied  and  were  approved. 
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Of  the  82  Bursary’s  awarded,  33  were  First  year  applicants,  24  Second  year,  1 6  Third  year 
and  9  for  the  Fourth  year. 

Applications  were  received  from  All  but  One  Grand  Chapter  District  in  Ontario. 

It  is  of  vital  importance  to  note  the  present  difficulties  the  Bursary  Charity  is  undergoing. 
The  first  is  the  obvious  fact  that  interest  rates  on  our  Grand  Chapter  Bursary  account 
continue  to  suffer  through  tough  economic  times. 

Donations,  private  or  Chapter  are  down  also.  Just  under  $5,600.00  was  donated  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  in  20 12  thereby  requiring  that  the  remaining 
$22,750.00  be  covered  by  the  Fund’s  interest. 

This  certainly  cannot  continue.  We  are  the  only  Masonic  body  that  still  honours  students 
through  the  Bursary  program.  We  must  not  let  it  fail. 

Some  steps  being  taken  this  year  to  help  bolster  the  Bursary  fund  include  Projects  such 
as  a  Draw  to  take  place  at  Grand  Chapter  Convocation.  The  Profit  to  be  shared  50/50 
between  the  Bursary  and  Royal  Arch  Medical  Research  Funds.  Winning  prizes  have  been 
generously  donated  by  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Another  project  well  underway  in  the  planning  phase  is  a  series  of  Steak  BBQ’s  to  be  held 
throughout  the  Districts  this  summer.  The  proceeds  of  which  will  be  shared  between  the 
Medical  Research  and  Bursary  committees. 

In  the  Districts  where  a  Grand  Superintendent  utilizes  a  District  Bursary  Chairman,  we 
are  imploring  that  Chairman  to  make  a  concerted  effort  to  raise  the  profile  of  Grand 
Chapter  Bursary’s  during  their  Chapter  visits  and  come  up  with  unique  ways  to  raise 
funds  for  this  most  valuable  committee. 

The  financial  times  also  have  an  obvious  impact  on  our  requesting  students  as  the  costs 
for  their  Secondary  Education  continues  to  rise  and  their  ability  to  support  themselves 
without  Family  or  Bursary  assistance  becomes  more  and  more  difficult  for  them. 

The  committee  would  ask  that  the  Bursary  form  instructions  be  read  and  followed 
carefully  when  filling  out  the  applications.  Also,  request  forms  are  forwarded  directly  to 
the  Bursary  Chairman  as  quickly  as  possible  as  hesitation  causes  delays.  Many 
applications  are  dated  months  before  they  are  forwarded  to  the  Chairman. 

As  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Chairman  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Superintendents 
that  helped  clarify  many  of  the  correctable  errors  that  some  applicants  had  made  in  their 
submission.  Their  attention  to  any  required  corrections  was  an  asset  to  the  Committee  in 
getting  the  Bursary’s  completed  in  quick  order.  Remember,  only  the  Students  suffer 
from  these  delays. 

On  a  positive  note  the  committee  is  both  pleased  and  proud  that  the  Bursary  and 
Scholarship  program  is  proving  to  be  increasingly  popular. 

We  believe  that  this  is  certainly  a  Royal  Arch  Masonic  project  that  we  can  all  be  very 
proud  of. 
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With  everyone’s  help  and  focus  on  the  need  for  stronger  support,  we  can  weather  what 
will  hopefully  be  a  short  period  of  financial  problems  so  that  we  can  avoid  any  drastic 
measures  regarding  the  program  in  the  future.

I  wish  there  were  more 
jurisdictions  that  would  submit  their  proceedings;  I  find  them  very  interesting  to  review. 

In  Indiana  the  Grand  Chapter  Officers  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  meet  every  month  via 
Skype.  The  meetings  are  informative  and  allow  them  to  continue  their  planning.  The 
Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  continues  to  attempt  to  utilize  more  effective  electronic 
communications  like  e-mail;  text  messages  and  one-call  phone  calling  systems  to  reach 
and  stay  in  contact  with  their  Companions.  They  also  actively  and  thoroughly  explore  the 
potential  uses  of  electronic  media  and  social  networking  like  Facebook,  Twitter,  Linkedln 
and  Google  Plus  as  promotion  and  communication  tools. 

In  Maine  back  in  20 1 1 ,  in  order  to  enlighten  the  craft,  a  team  of  experienced  masons  were 
commissioned  to  carry  knowledge  to  lodges  throughout  the  state.  They  present  a  short 
play  that  describes  all  the  Degrees  in  York  Rite  Masonry.  Eleven  brothers  present  the 
“work”,  with  one  player  for  each  ofthe  degrees  through  the  York  Rite  journey.  Each  actor 
appears  in  full  costume  and  gives  a  short  description  of  the  Degree.  The  team  is  called 
Hiram’s  Helpers. 

You  can  expect  about  anything  as  ad  lib  will  often  supplement  the  official  script!  Between 
each  presentation,  the  MC  gives  more  information  and  describes  the  body  to  which  the 
degree  belongs.  After  all  is  done,  the  team  will  field  your  questions.  The  players  are 
knowledgeable  in  all  ofthe  York  Rite  bodies  as  they  are  or  have  been  Grand  Masters  of 
Masons,  Grand  High  Priests,  Illustrious  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Commanders  and  current 
or  past  Grand  Officers  of  all  the  Masonic  bodies!  Besides  an  evening  of  entertainment, 
it  is  a  great  chance  to  gain  more  information  for  a  brother  interested  in  moving  beyond 
the  Blue  Lodge 

Maine  also  has  a  Grand  Chapter  Degree  Team  which  travels  through  the  state  upon 
request  and  has  also  perfomied  The  Royal  Arch  Degree  in  New  Brunswick  Canada,  at 
The  Hands  Across  The  Border  celebration  and  at  Cushnoc  Royal  Arch  Chapter  No.  43  in 
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Augusta.  These  degrees  are  performed  in  an  exemplary  manner.  In  addition,  various 
members  of  the  team  have  assisted  many  chapters  in  all  Capitular  Degrees. 

Manitoba  puts  on  a  Widows  Royal  Arch  Degree  for  the  ladies  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  It 
is  a  fun  event  for  the  women  and  you  don’t  have  to  be  a  widow  to  attend.  It  was  conceived 
by  the  Tyrean  Chapter  No  34  in  Cut  Bank,  Montana.  Companions  in  Wisconsin  acquired 
the  “ritual”  and  added  to  its  humour.  Then  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  appointed  a 
committee  to  prepare,  print  and  distribute  the  ritual.  The  cast  are  encouraged  to  wear 
costumes  and  makeup  and  to  memorize  the  work  to  make  it  an  impressive  fun  degree  for 
the  ladies. 

In  North  Carolina,  the  presiding  officers  travel  the  state  promoting  their  theme  Stop, 
Listen  and  Reflect.  They  have  asked  the  companions  to  Stop  -  be  open  minded  in 
everything  we  do.  Listen  -  to  all  and  Do  Not  disregard  any  ideas.  Reflect  -  what  it  is  that 
we  love  of  York  Rite  Masonry?  Giving  everyone  the  knowledge  that  their  ideas  are 
worthy  of  consideration  is  a  great  way  to  promote  unity  in  their  state. 

In  Quebec,  their  Grand  Third  Principal  has  produced  an  excellent  document  titled  “One 
Step  Forward”  which  is  designed  to  be  presented  to  Lodges  to  give  prospective  candidates 
an  outline  of  what  to  expect  if  they  decide  to  join  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  It 
names  the  three  degrees  found  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  It  provides  a  brief  history  of  its 
origin.  It  entices  masons  to  discover  what  has  been  found  in  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  of 
Jerusalem  degree. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you,  Most  Excellent  Sir,  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  our  Grand 
Chapter  these  past  four  years.  I’ve  found  this  committee  a  very  interesting  and  rewarding 
experience.  I  would  like  to  thank  our  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  for  his  continuing  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  INVESTMENT  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Your  investment  committee  is  responsible  for  monitoring  the  management  of  our  three 
portfolios:  the  General  Account,  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Account,  and  the  Medical 
Research  Account.  Following  approval  at  our  last  Grand  Chapter  Executive  meeting  our 
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Investment  portfolios  were  transferred  to  a  new  Advisor,  Ken  Vyse  of  Investment 
Planning  Council.  However,  due  to  delays  in  transmission  funds  only  started  arriving  in 
late  January  and  only  finalized  in  March  of  this  year.  However,  they  are  still  being 
managed  within  the  investment  policy  approved  by  the  Grand  Executive  Committee  of 
Grand  Chapter,  which  provide  guidelines  for  the  allocation  of  assets  including  cash,  short 
term  investments,  fixed  income  investments  and  equities  within  the  three  portfolios. 

The  objectives  of  our  investment  policy  are  to  achieve  long  term  capital  and  income 
growth  consistent  with  low  to  moderate  risk,  while  producing  an  income  stream  to 
provide  for  operating  expenses  and  the  funding  of  Scholarship  and  Bursaries  as  well  as 
Medical  Research. 

The  fiscal  year  March  1st,  2012  to  February  28th,  2013,  was  a  good  year  for  both  the 
Canadian  and  US  equity  markets  both  being  up  over  7%  at  the  end  of  the  year.  However, 
this  was  not  a  smooth  ride.  At  one  point  during  the  year  the  S&P  500  was  down  1 0%. 
Most  of  the  gains  came  in  the  past  three  months  of  the  year. 

The  expectation  for  fiscal  20 1 4  is  that  the  first  half  of  the  year  will  be  strong  however,  the 
European  debt  crisis,  and  the  fiscal  cliff  problems  in  the  US  have  still  not  been  resolved. 
Expect  them  to  create  volatility  at  some  point  during  the  year. 

It  is  important  to  invest  in  companies  that  pay  a  dividend  and  have  a  history  of  raising  it 
over  time  to  provide  a  return  even  when  the  markets  do  not  provide  a  return.  Interest  rate 
remained  low  throughout  2012.  Yields  on  government  bonds  are  very  low  and 
expectations  are  that  short-term  rates  will  continue  to  stay  low  for  an  extended  period.  To 
obtain  yield  in  this  category  we  will  need  to  look  at  investment  grade  corporate  bonds  and 
continue  to  fill  in  the  maturity  ladder.

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Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  my  privilege  as  the  Grand  Treasurer,  to  present  to  you  the  financial  statements  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  the  Medical  Research  Fund  and  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Funds 
for  the  year  ended  February  28,  2013. 

The  following  are  the  highlights  for  the  fiscal  year  2013: 

The  Grand  Chapter:  Reported  total  revenue  for  2013  was  $126,425  as  compared  to 
$89,349  in  2012.  As  detailed  in  Note  5  of  the  financial  statements,  the  reported 
investment  income  for  the  current  year  includes  an  unrealized  investment  loss  of 
$102,219.  In  addition,  the  advisor  change  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  portfolio  changes, 
with  significant  effect  on  investment  income. 

During  the  current  year  this  fund  incurred  expenses  of  $  1 1 3, 1 3  7,  as  compared  to  $  1 1 0,663 
in  2012.  The  Grand  Chapter  fund  ended  the  year  with  a  surplus  of  $1 3,288  as  compared 
to  a  deficit  of  $2 1 ,3 14  in  the  prior  year. 

The  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund:  Reported  total  revenue  for  2013  was  $44,337,  as 
compared  to  a  loss  of  $1 1,193  in  2012.  As  detailed  in  Note  5  of  the  financial  statements, 
the  reported  investment  income  for  the  current  year  includes  an  unrealized  investment  loss 
of  $  1 2, 1 65.  In  addition,  the  advisor  change  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  portfolio  changes 
with  significant  effect  on  investment  income. 

During  the  current  year  this  fund  paid  out  bursaries  of  $28,500  as  compared  to  $24,050 
for  2012.  The  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  ended  the  year  with  a  surplus  of  $12,684 
compared  to  a  deficit  of  $37,232  in  the  prior  year. 

The  Medical  Research  Fund:  Reported  total  revenue  for  2013  was  $5 1 ,099  as  compared 
to  $9,547  in  2012.  As  detailed  in  Note  5  of  the  financial  statements,  the  reported 
investment  loss  for  the  current  year  includes  an  unrealized  investment  loss  of  $  1 0,63 1 .  In 
addition  the  advisor  change  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  portfolio  changes  with  significant 
effect  on  investment  income. 

During  the  current  year  this  fund  paid  out  grants  of  $25,000  which  is  the  same  amount  as 
has  been  paid  out  each  year  for  the  past  number  of  years.  The  Medical  Research  Fund 
ended  the  year  with  a  surplus  of  $23,828  compared  to  a  deficit  of  $17,755  in  the  prior 
year. 

Investments:  As  at  February  28, 20 13,  the  aggregate  market  value  of  the  investment  held 
by  The  Grand  Chapter,  The  Scholarship  &  Bursary  Fund  and  Medical  Research  Fund 
amounted  to  $  1 ,056, 1 7 1 .  At  the  end  of  the  preceding  year,  the  comparable  amount  for  the 
aggregate  market  value  ofthe  investments  was  $1,893,254. 

The  significant  difference  in  the  market  value  of  these  investments  is  the  result  of  the 
investment  advisor  change.  During  the  year  ended,  a  number  of  existing  investments  had 
been  sold,  and  at  the  year-end  date  the  proceeds  from  these  sales  had  not  been  reinvested. 
Consequently,  for  each  fund  there  is  a  substantial  amount  of  cash  on  deposit  with  the 
investment  advisor. 
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General:  I  was  pleased  to  meet  with  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  and  the  Grand  Council  during 
the  year  to  discuss  the  financial  affairs  of  Grand  Chapter.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand 
Scrihe  Ezra  together  with  R.Ex.Comp.  Ronald  Stinson,  for  their  care  and  attention  to  the 
accounts  of  The  Grand  Chapter.  Finally,  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  and 
dedication  of  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  Investment  Committee.  It  has 
been  my  honour  and  privilege  to  serve  as  Grand  Treasurer.

year  then  ended  and  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies  and  other  explanatory 
information. 

Management’s  Responsibility  for  the  Financial  Statements 

Management  is  responsible  for  the  preparation  and  fair  presentation  of  these  financial 
statements  in  accordance  with  Canadian  accounting  standards  for  private  enterprises,  and 
for  such  internal  control  as  management  determines  is  necessary  to  enable  the  preparation 
of  financial  statements  that  are  free  from  material  misstatement,  whether  due  to  fraud  or 
error. 

A  uditors  ’  Responsibility 

Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our 
audit.  We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  Canadian  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  comply  with  ethical  requirements  and  plan  and 
perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements 
are  free  from  material  misstatement. 

An  audit  involves  performing  procedures  to  obtain  audit  evidence  about  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  The  procedures  selected  depend  on  the  auditors’ 
judgment,  including  the  assessment  of  the  risks  of  material  misstatement  of  the  financial 
statements,  whether  due  to  fraud  or  error.

over  expenses,  assets  and  fund  balances. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  omission  of  the  disclosure  described  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  and  except  for  the  effect  of  adjustments,  if  any  which  we  might  have 
determined  to  be  necessary  had  we  been  able  to  satisfy  ourselves  concerning  the 
completeness  of  revenues  referred  to  above,  these  financial  statements  present  fairly,  in 
all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  -  Medical  Research  Fund  as  at  February  28,  2013 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  accordance  with  Canadian 
accounting  standards  for  not-for-profit  organizations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  Members  of  The  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  audits  for  the  year  ended  February  28th,  2013have  been  completed.  Once  again  no 
recognition  has  been  given  to  any  realized  and  unrealized  capital  gain  or  loss  on  the  sale 
of  investments  in  the  budgeted  figures.  This  is  of  course  recognized  in  the  audited 
financial  statements. 

Our  actual  revenue  for  fiscal  2013  totalled  $126,425  compared  to  the  budget  income  of 
$106,600. 

Our  expenses  were  $113,137  compared  to  the  budget  of  $1 19,200.  As  a  result  we  have 
a  net  surplus  of  $  1 3,288  compared  to  a  budgeted  deficit  of  $  1 2,600,  which  figure  does  not 
include  unrealized  capital  gains.  However  due  to  the  timing  of  our  fiscal  year  end,  the 
markets  were  on  an  upswing  and  therefore,  we  generated  a  much  higher  income  from  our 
invesments  than  the  norm. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  2014  we  are  projecting  a  budgeted  income  of 
$  1 1 9,600  and  expenses  of  $  1 23,600,  resulting  in  a  budgeted  deficit  of  $4,000.  While  we 
continue  to  receive  new  members  in  many  Chapters,  we  continue  to  have  a  net  loss  in 
membership  (now  4,830)  so  we  have  projected  per-capita  dues  of  $100,000,  an  increase 
of  just  over  $14,000  or  $3.00  per  member.  We  have  increased  our  Public  Relations  line 
by  $2,000  from  the  actual  for  2012,  to  accommodate  participation  by  Grand  Chapter  at 
the  Plowing  Match  once  again,  in  conjunction  with  Grand  Lodge.  Also,  we  have  increased 
Office  Expenses  and  Office  Equipment  by  $6,000,  due  to  the  pending  up-grade  of  our 
database,  which  is  very  outdated  at  present. 

Our  revenue  for  fiscal  2013  for  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  totalled  $44,337 
(including  $5,543  in  donations  plus  investment  income  of  $38,786),  less  expenses  of 
$31,653  for  anet  surplus  of  $12,684.  In  2012  we  had  a  deficit  of  $37,232,  (including  an 
investment  loss  of  $14,625). 

Our  revenue  for  fiscal  2013  from  the  Medical  Research  F und  totalled  $51 ,099  (including 
$16,146  in  donations,  plus  investment  income  of  $34,948),  less  expenses  of  $27,271 
resulting  in  net  income  of  $23,828.  In  2012  we  had  a  deficit  of  $17,755  (including  an 
investment  loss  of  $10,343). 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  continue  to  have  a  good  relationship  with  our  auditors 
Lepore  &  Company,  Chartered  Accountants. 

Finally,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  M.Ex.Companion  Richard 
Jackson  and  R.Ex. Companion  Robert  Zimmerman,  we  thank  you  for  having  given  us  this 
opportunity  to  serve  our  Grand  Chapter.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  HISTORIAN 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  membership  profile  for  2012  has  seen  a  change  from  recent  years.  The  membership 
as  of  December  31,  2012  is  reported  to  be  6,189,  indicating  a  decline  of  366  members 
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through  2012.  The  relationship  between  the  Demits  and  Affiliations,  however,  has  shown 
a  marked  change  for  2012.  During  the  previous  three  years  the  affiliations  have 
represented  approximately  22%  of  demits,  while  2012  indicates  that  changed  to  76%. 
Historically,  this  change  would  tend  to  indicate  a  movement  from  one  Chapter  to  another. 
There  were  6  Chapters  less,  down  to  93  Chapters,  at  the  end  of  2012.  Of  the  closed  or 
amalgamated  Chapters,  190  members  were  retained  and  61  were  lost  due  to  demits  or 
suspensions.  It  appears  that  Chapters  are  looking  at  opportunities  to  optimize  their 
activities  within  certain  Districts. 

In  the  coming  year,  One  Chapter  will  celebrate  its  150th  Anniversary  and  two  will 
celebrate  their  100th  Anniversary.  It  is  hoped  that  celebrations  will  mark  these  important 
events  and  their  histories  documented. 

The  project  that  will  be  initiated  in  the  coming  year  will  be  to  encourage  the  Grand 
Superintendents  to  have  District  Historians  appointed,  with  their  focus  on  having 
Historians  appointed  in  each  Chapter  within  their  District.  A  model  for  this  endeavour 
would  be  the  success  of  District  12's  Historian,  Comp.  Randolph  Orr,  in  preparing  a 
District  History  report  of  the  activities  within  that  District  over  the  past  year,  in  addition 
to  encouraging  Chapters  to  select  Historians. 

I  would  like  to  thank  M.Ex.Companion  Michael  J.  Bowman  and  the  Grand  Council  for 
the  opportunity  to  be  of  service  to  Grand  Chapter  as  the  Grand  Historian.

RELEASE  A  MIRACLE 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  The  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

This  report  covers  the  activities  of  the  Medical  Research  Committee  for  the  year  ending 
February  2013. 

Thirty  years  ago  at  the  1 22nd  Grand  Chapter  Convocation  held  in  April  1983,  the  Release 
a  Miracle  Fund  was  inaugurated  to  provide  funds  to  assist  in  medical  research.  Its  first 
recipient  was  the  Alzheimer’s  Association  and  this  tradition  has  continued  every  year 
since  then  and  this  year  is  no  exception  and  I’m  pleased  to  announce  that  it  was  decided 
that  $25,000  be  awarded  to  the  Princess  Margaret  Hospital  for  research  into  the  causes 
and  a  possible  cure  for  prostate  cancer. 

The  Release  a  Miracle  Fund  is  a  registered  charity  under  the  Income  Tax  (Canada)  Act 
which  allows  Grand  Chapter  to  issue  income  tax  receipts  for  all  donations  made  to  the 
fund. 

This  year  we  had  a  raffle  to  raise  monies  for  the  fund  and  at  the  Grand  First  Principal’s 
Banquet  at  the  Grand  Convocation  on  April  19th,  2013,  this  evening,  the  draw  for  the 
winners  of  the  “Raffle  Ticket”  sales  will  be  held. 

The  First  Prize  is  for  $700.00 
The  Second  Prize  is  for  $200.00 
And  the  Third  Prize  is  for  $1 00.00. 

The  cost  ofthe  raffle  tickets  was  1  for  $3.00,  3  for  $5.00,  and  10  for  $15.00.  The  monies 
for  these  prizes  were  donated  anonymously  by  different  companions. 

The  Million  Dollar  Club  is  so  named  to  represent  our  goal  of  attaining  a  million  dollars 
in  the  fund  to  allow  us  to  donate  more  for  research;  it  has  at  the  present  time  262 
companions  registered  (some  of  whom  donate  on  a  yearly  basis)  out  of  a  possible  5,500 
memberships. 

It’s  very  easy  to  become  a  member,  send  a  cheque  for  $100.00  or  more,  made  out  to  the 
Million  Dollar  Club  to  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  who  will  issue  a  tax  receipt  and  forward 
your  name  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Research  Committee  who  will  issue  a 
certificate  and  a  magnificent  lapel  pin.  We  still  have  room  for  a  few  more  companions  in 
this  exclusive  club  so  why  not  consider  becoming  a  member. 

This  year  the  donations  to  the  Release  a  Miracle  Fund  have  been  lower  than  in  previous 
years  and  I  ask  you  to  support  this  cause  by  “Investing  In  The  Cure”  as  who  knows,  it 
may  be  you  or  a  member  of  your  family  who  can  benefit  from  the  research  carried  out 
today. 

Next  year  we  will  be  again  holding  the  raffle  but  it  will  be  taking  on  a  different  couise  and 
will  be  a  joint  raffle  for  “The  Release  a  Miracle  Fund”  and  the  “Scholarship  &  Bursary 
Fund”.  Donations  to  each  fund  will  be  made  separately  but  proceeds  from  the  raffle  ticket 
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sales  will  be  shared  equally  between  both  funds.  The  cost  of  the  tickets  will  be  the  same 
as  this  year;  1  for  $3.00;  3  for  $5.00  and  10  for  $15.00.

I  thank  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  Council  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  Chairman 
over  the  past  year.  It  has  been  an  experience  that  has  proved  both  educational  and 
rewarding  to  say  the  least. 

And  I  ask  you  my  Companions  to  support  your  new  committee  and  Chairman  in  their 
efforts  to  provide  monies  for  Medical  Research  as  the  interest  from  our  investments  is  not 
enough  to  cover  the  commitment  that  we  give  to  research.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR 

MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  reports  completed  by  the  Superintendents  for  the  most  part  were  well  done  and 
informative.  These  reports  have  enabled  me  to  condense  an  overview  on  its  condition. 

First  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Superintendents  for  their  concise  and  honest  reports. 
These  reports  are  extremely  important  as  they  form  the  backbone  of  this  report.  These 
reports  assist  us  in  the  future  planning  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Ontario. 

The  past  year  was  a  very  busy  time.  Like  all  Masonic  organizations  we  are  going  through 
a  time  of  great  change.  Increasing  costs  such  as  rent,  travel,  food,  regalia  and  reduced 
membership  are  having  a  negative  impact  on  the  organization. 

Although  the  reports  show  that  there  are  many  Chapters  that  are  doing  very  well,  with 
candidates,  an  active  membership  and  excellent  finances;  they  also  show  some  disturbing 
trends.  In  some  Chapters  there  appears  to  be  a  lack  of  effort  put  into  attracting  new 
members.  A  lot  of  the  Chapters  that  desperately  need  new  candidates  talk  about  doing 
something  to  resolve  the  problem,  but  do  not  hold  Master  Mason  nights,  Chapter  social 
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events,  Degree  teams,  or  use  the  information  and  materials  that  are  available  through  the 
Public  Relations  Committee.  Every  Chapter  should  have  a  contact  person  in  every  lodge 
in  their  district.  Someone  that  will  approach  the  new  mason  and  get  him  interested  in 
capitular  masonry.  Also  someone  that  can  coordinate  District  events  as  well  as  Chapter 
events;  events  such  as  Open  House’s,  Friend-to-Friend  nights,  B.B.Q.’s  and  Chilli  Cook 
Offs  are  examples  of  venues  that  could  be  used  to  discuss  Capitular  Masonry  in  a  relaxed 
atmosphere. 

There  is  an  attempt  by  most  Districts  to  get  back  to  memorizing  the  Ritual  and  having 
rehearsals.  There  are  quite  a  few  Chapters  assisting  each  other  with  Ritual  which  can  only 
help  unify  the  District  and  improve  the  Ritual.  Unfortunately,  there  are  Chapters  that  do 
not  think  that  memorizing  the  Ritual  or  rehearsals  are  important  or  even  necessary.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  to  ensure  that  the  Ritual  is  performed  to 
the  highest  standard  possible. 

Visitation  is  down.  This  might  be  due  to  the  high  cost  of  travel  and  distance.  In  most 
districts  the  only  time  you  might  see  visitors  would  be  at  Official  Visits  or  Installations. 
Attendance  at  Divine  Services  could  be  better.  Also,  despite  the  fact  that  the  Chapters  of 
Instructions  have  interesting  programs,  attendance  is  also  poor.  On  a  positive  note,  one 
common  factor  is  that  all  the  Superintendents  were  received  in  the  proper  fashion  during 
their  visits  to  Chapter. 

At  most  of  the  Official  Visits  a  degree  was  conferred  or  exemplified  at  a  reasonable 
standard,  with  some  more  perfect  than  others.  But  there  appears  to  be  a  problem  with 
Principal  Officers  absent  at  the  Official  Visit.  Although  this  is  a  minority,  it  has  to  be 
addressed.  Also  there  is  no  reason  why  a  Chapter  cannot  put  on  a  proper  meal  at  an 
Official  Visit  or  Installation  and  follow  the  proper  protocol,  all  at  no  cost  to  the  guests. 
It  just  has  to  be  in  the  budget. 

Low  dues  continue  to  be  a  problem.  Generally  the  dues  structure  is  underfunded,  even  in 
urban  areas  where  dues  are  $100  or  more.  Too  many  Chapters  depend  on  fund  raising 
events  and  donations  to  cover  basic  costs.  I  think  dues  at  least,  should  cover  the  rent. 
Another  problem  is  that  some  Chapters  are  using  their  savings  to  supplement  their  costs. 
With  this  thinking  eventually  there  will  be  no  savings  left  and  the  Chapter  will  go  dark, 
when  they  cannot  meet  their  financial  obligations.  Average  Chapter  dues  run  about  $75. 
There  is  a  Chapter  charging  $45.  I  can  only  imagine  what  you  get  for  $45.  As  Temple 
Boards  struggle  to  meet  renovation  costs  and  regular  maintenance  costs  it  would  be  a 
good  idea  if  a  Chapter  representative  was  on  the  Temple  Board.  This  way  Chapter  has  a 
voice.  As  renters  we  should  expect  a  modern  well  lit,  clean,  safe  building  which  should 
include  a  proper  kitchen  complete  with  a  banquet  room.  Maintaining  buildings  is  very 
expensive  and  we  have  to  be  prepared  to  pay  the  price  of  maintenance.  The  alternative  is 
the  building  depreciates  to  the  point  where  it  is  no  longer  useable  and  we  have  nowhere 
to  go. 

Amalgamations  continue  to  happen.  Usually  it  is  a  good  idea  to  amalgamate,  but  there  is 
a  trend  developing  to  amalgamate  for  financial  reasons.  In  my  opinion,  this  is  a  fatal 
mistake.  When  a  Chapter  moves  for  cheaper  rent  it  moves  to  a  building  that  either  is 
inferior  in  condition,  due  for  upgrades,  and  needs  the  money,  or  too  far  away  for  a 
substantial  portion  of  the  membership  to  attend.  If  it  is  in  need  of  repair  or  upgrading, 
eventually  it  also  will  have  to  upgrade  or  close  as  the  building  falls  into  disrepair  or  does 
not  meet  code.  Then  the  financial  advantage  disappears  along  with  the  members  who  do 
not  wish  to  travel  to  the  new  location.  It  is  my  experience  that  when  a  Masonic  body 
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moves  strictly  for  financial  reasons,  members  are  lost.  They  will  not  travel  the  extra 
distance  or  blend  in  with  the  new  group.  Also  moving  to  a  building  where  there  already 
is  a  Chapter  should  be  considered  very  carefully,  as  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  before  one 
Chapter  absorbs  the  other. 

There  is  a  lot  of  discussion  about  the  new  modem  mason  and  his  thirst  for  Masonic 
knowledge.  What  is  often  overlooked  is  that  the  new  mason  is  used  to  a  certain  standard 
of  living  and  quality  of  life.  If  we  get  his  attention,  bring  him  into  an  out  of  date  building 
that  has  not  even  been  painted  in  fifty  years,  has  a  dingy  basement,  terrible  food, 
experiences  badly  run  meetings,  and  poor  ritual  what  happens  -  he  does  not  come  back. 

Membership  in  some  Districts  is  aproblem.  Industries  leave  town,  jobs  go.  The  rural  areas 
suffer  as  farming  communities  automate  and  less  people  are  required  in  the  community. 
But  the  biggest  cause  of  the  reduction  in  membership  continues  to  be  deaths  and  demits. 
Last  year  there  were  195  advanced  to  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree,  but  there  were  197 
deaths,  and  187  demits.  Some  Chapters  resolved  attendance  issues  at  Official  Visits  by 
moving  them  to  a  more  convenient  time.  The  two  basic  problems  are  the  hunting  season 
and  the  snowbird  season. 

The  summons  is  often  underutilised.  Some  Chapters  have  just  the  basic  information  with 
minimal  thought  in  the  First  Principal  address.  While  others  are  full  of  information,  even 
with  Capitular  Masonic  educational  pieces,  it  is  obvious  from  reading  the  summons’  that 
the  active  Chapters  generally  have  an  excellent  summons;  listing  district  events  as  well 
as  Chapter  events;  they  have  colour,  pictures  and  social  comments. 

How  can  we  improve?  We  can  improve  by  assisting  each  other,  find  who  can  do  what 
from  memory,  and  if  necessary  contact  them  to  assist  you.  Next  time  you  can  return  the 
favour.  Get  involved  in  the  district  as  well  as  the  chapter,  travel.  Get  the  new  members 
working  on  small  pieces  of  work;  get  the  older  members  mentoring.  There  is  a  job  for 
everyone. 

In  closing  I  would  thank  the  Grand  Superintendents,  their  secretaries,  and  the  Grand 
Council  for  their  assistance,  hard  work  and  dedication  and  making  this  report  possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  objective  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee  is  to  promote  Capitular  Masonry  both 
within  and  without  the  Masonic  Community.  This  was  done  by  working  with  the  Grand 
Superintendents  to  provide  them  with  whatever  support  they  requested  to  promote  the 
Royal  Arch  within  their  districts. 
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One  of  the  tools  we  used  was  the  Royal  Arch  portable  display  which  was  used  at  the 
Grand  Chapter  Convocation,  Grand  Lodge  Communication  and  a  Master  Masons  Night 
at  Occident  Chapter  No.  77. 

A  second  tool  used  was  the  Royal  Arch  pin  which  helps  identify  chapter  members  when 
they  attend  their  Lodges.  Six  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  purchased  quantities  of  pins 
with  the  intention  of  distributing  them  to  all  new  members  within  their  district  and  other 
Grand  Superintendents  purchased  pins  as  they  were  required.  Sales  of  the  DVD  “Fervency 
and  Zeal”  continued  though  numbers  were  greatly  reduced  as  the  market  became 
saturated. 

We  provided  printed  material  in  the  form  of  pamphlets  to  chapters,  which  should  be  found 
in  every  Masonic  Building,  telling  the  story  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  of  our  Medical 
Research  Fund. 

In  January  we  provided  a  companion  to  speak  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry  at  a  Town  Hall 
Meeting  hosted  by  Dundum  Lodge  No.  475  in  Stoney  Creek.  They  wanted  to  educate 
their  members  as  to  what  there  was  in  Masonry  beyond  Craft  Lodge. 

The  Royal  Arch  Public  Relations  site  at  http://jointheroyalarch.com,  which  was  developed 
by  others  to  support  the  work  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee,  contains  information  on 
what  is  Capitular  Masonry,  the  history  of  the  three  degrees  and  the  requirements  for 
joining. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Council,  the  Grand  Superintendents  and  the 
Public  Relations  Committee  members  for  their  cooperation  and  support.

Ancient  Craft  Masons:  commence  their  era  with  the  creation  of  the  world, 
called  it  Anno  Lucius  (A.L.),  "In  the  year  of  Light,"  and  add  4000  to  the  common 
time,  thus  2000  plus  4000  equals  A.L.  6000.  Lodges  A.F.  &  A.M.  hold  Annual 
Communications 

Royal  Arch  Masons:  date  from  the  year  the  second  Temple  was  commenced  by 
Zerubbabell,  Anno  Inventionis  (A.L),  "In  the  year  of  Discovery,"  and  add  530  to 
the  common  time,  thus,  2000  plus  530  equals  A.I.  2530.  Royal  Arch  Chapters 
hold  Annual  Convocations. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood:  dates  from  the  year  of  the  blessing  of  Abraham 
by  the  High  Priest  Melchizedek,  King  of  Salem,  Anno  Benedictionis  (A.B.)  "In 
the  year  of  Blessing,"  and  add  1913  to  the  common  time  thus,  2000  plus  1913 
equals,  A.B .  3  9 1 3  Councils  of  the  Anointed  High  Priests  hold  Conventions. 

Royal  and  Select  Masters:  dates  from  the  year  in  which  the  Temple  of  Solomon 
was  completed,  Anno  Depositionis  (A.D.),  "In  the  year  of  the  Deposit,"  and  adds 
1,000  to  the  common  time,  thus,  2000  plus  1,000  equals  A. D.  3000.  Councils  of 
Royal  &  Select  Masters,  hold  Assemblies. 

Knights  Templar:  commence  their  era  with  the  organization  of  the  Order,  Anno 
Ordinis  (A.O.),  "In  the  year  of  the  Order,"  and  deduct  1,118  from  the  common 
time,  thus,  2000  less  1,118  equals  A.O.  882.  Preceptories  of  Knight  Templars 
hold  Assemblies. 

Scottish  Rite:  date  same  as  Ancient  Craft,  except  the  use  of  the  Jewish 
chronology.  Anno  Mundi  (A.M.),  In  the  year  of  the  World,"  and  add  3,760  to  the 
common  time,  thus,  2000  plus  3,760  equals  A.M.,  5760.  After  each  September 
add  another  year,  Consistories  of  Ancient  &  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  hold 
Rendezvous  or  Reunions.
